Put the empty spool in the 


upper spool chamber and 
swing out the lower spool 
holder. Put the film in the 


lower spool chamber with the 
tapered end of the backing 
paper towards the empty spool, 
then swing the spool holder 


back into the spool chamber. 


Remove the adhesive strip of 
the roll film and pull out the 
backing peper. the 
tapered end into the slot in

the empty spool and turn the 
winding knob slowly to en- 


sure that that film runs pro- 


perly. 


To close the camera put the 
back cover in position and turn 
the catch at the bottom to the 
word ‘LOCK”.

HOW TO TAKE PICTURES: 


DON’T FORGET TO TAKE 
OFF THE LENS CAP! 

First of all determine if the wea- 
ther is Bright, Cloudy or Dull 
and set the aperture setting. 
Look through the view finder 
and aim at the object. Ascer- 
tain the distance from the 
object to the camera and set 


the distance setting.

Turn the winding knob until the film 


is completely wound into the taking 


spool. 
Open the camera as indicated above 


and take out hie exeoned film for 


developing.. 
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
